HISTORICAL BUILDINGS ON CAMPUS -. COLLEGE HALL 

The development of the Gallaudet boltsee 
campus coincided with a period when 
there was a growing taste for many 
expressive and romantic elements -- 
arches, towers. and elaborate ornamen- 
tation which appeared in earlier European 
Gothic Architecture. This style, known 
as Victorian Gothic was in its heyday 
during the 1860's and 1870's when 
Frederick Withers, an outstanding architect 
of his time, was asked to design the major 
buildings on Gallaudet's newly developing 
campus. 

College Hall was built to have a purely 
functional purpose serving as the main 
college building with classrooms, lecture 
halls, a library, student and faculty 
living quarters, a museum and offices. 

The structure which stands today is actually 
two buildings -- the small rectangular 
portion to the east constructed in 1866 

and the major part of the building designed 
by Withers and built between 1874-77. 
Although richly ornamented, College Hall 
still projects a sense of solidarity, 
character and permanance which were so 
important to the Victorians.
